ONG DRIVES in golf are 
grossly exaggerated. Ben 
Hogan is famous for his hitting, 
despite the fact he weighs no 
more than 140 pounds, but the 
tapping Texan tells you he can’t 
average 240 yards unless the fair- 
ways are baked hard and most of 
them run downhill, 

A 280-yard smack will win most 
any driving contest, even though 
such events are usually staged 
under favorable canditions. 

From an elevated tee at 
Pittsburgh Field Club in 1938 
Jithmy Thomson, daddy of hit- 
ters, manufactured a 3i7-yard 
drive in a distance contest pre 
ceding the P.G.A. tournament, but 
it hooked off the fairway and 
didn’t count. 


Samuel Jackson Snead and Law. 
son Little may be outdistanced by 
Thomson off the tee, but Hogan 
considers them longer than the 
Scotsman on full wood wallops 
from the fairway, All three were 
aided by a brisk following wind 
when they banged 300-yard drives 
in the United States open at Cleve 
land's Canterbury, but, as Hogan 
poitits Oat Lites’ tremeridous 
second shots proved decisive 

Hogan is the only golfer who 
has scored a field goal with a golf 
ball. He.socked a drive 264 yards 
from a tee built high up 
ramp in the Los Angeles 
seum. The lofty walls of

EAR MISS DIX—I am a widow 28 years old. Have a five-year 

old daughter, I live with my parents and my mother takes 
care of my little girl, while I work and bring home the bacon, so 
to speak. I have been keeping company with man who lives at a 
distance and whom I only see on week-ends. I belong to a young 
woman's group that meets every Tuesday. This the extent of my 
social: life. All of my other Spare time ] spend with my child. 

My oldest sister thinks that I should -give up these outside in- 
terests and devote all of my time and energy to raising my 
daughter, as she is my responsibility and not my mother’s. Do you 
think she is right, ang that I should give up every other interest 
and desire and ambition in favor of my child? RUTH. 


ANSWER—I do not. The greatest misfortune that can happen 
to any child is to have an overly devoted mother who spends all of 
her time and thoughts and interests on it and makes it a little 
prisoner of love.
